In response to the Office Action mailed March 22, 2007, Applicants 
respectfully elect the Group I claims (that is, claims 1-12), which the Examiner has 
characterized as being drawn to a granular composition comprising a core material 
and a layer that covers the core material, wherein the core material is made of 
saccharides and the layer that covers the core material is made of a hardened oil 
and a bioactive ingredient. In order to facilitate proceedings in connection with the 
above-identified application, and while Applicants respectfully do not agree with 
contentions made by the Examiner in connection with the restriction requirement, 
Applicants are making their election without traverse. 

Examination of the Group I claims (claims 1-12), on the merits, in due course, 
is respectfully requested.
